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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claims as 
supported by the specification differs from the prior art in that it does not disclose, teach 
or suggest a through weld method using high energy beams, whereby a first aluminum 
or aluminum alloy base is positioned opposite a source of high energy beams and a 
second aluminum or aluminum alloy base is placed beneath the first base, wherein the 
second surface of the first welding base material directly abuts the first surface of the 
second welding base and supplying a shield gas to form an ambience over a 
submerged scar projecting from a welding site defined on the second surface of the 
second welding base, as well as the shield gas to cool and push up a scar projection 
from the welding site on the second surface of the second welding base, wherein a 
vertical height of a submerged scar is reduced.
